IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please amend the claims as follows: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method for controlling a viewable browser window, 
comprising: 

opening a controlling browser window configured to control aspects of a 
controlled browser window, wherein the controlling browser window establishes at least 
one event h andler prior to openrno the controlled browser window, is a hiddon window 
and whoroin tho controllod browcor window is a vi e wab l o window ; and 

opening , from within tho control l ing browser window, the controlled browser 
window, wherein the controlled browser window includes comprising a display area for 
rendering viewable content received from networic locations, and w herein the controlling 
browser window controls at least one of a graphical aspoct of the open e d contro l lod 
browser window and a f unctional aspect of the oponod controlled browser window, 
during a browsing session engaged in by a user i ntoracting w i th tho controllod browoor 
windowi y 

receiving user inout to which the controlled browser window is configured to 
produce a predetemriined response: and 

ovenidinQ the pr edetermined response bv executing an action specified by the at 
least one event handler to cause a response different from the predetennined response. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the viewable content is Web 
content. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the controlling 
browser window is fu rther configured to control a graphical aspect a spoctc -of the 
controlled browser window to bo control l od by tho contro l ling browser window compriso 
op e rational aopooto and at least one browser chrome element displayed by a graphical 
user Interface displayed by the opened controlled browser window. 
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4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein opening the 
controlling browser window further comprises, locking at least one of a keyboard key 
and a nrmuse key.

7. (Cunentiy Amended) The method of claim 1. further comprisina, wh e roin 
op e ning th e contrplling browcor window comprisos ox e outing a browcor oontrol program 
eomprising ovont hond le re and whororn the method furthor compriGoc : 

re-establishing the at least one event handler© for each change in a network 
address being accessed by the opened controlled browser window p roorom.

9. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein opening the 
controlling browser window comprises preventing at least a portion of chrome of the 
opened controlled browser window from being displayed on an output device. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 9, wherein the chrome of the 
opened controlled browser window comprises at least one of a tool bar, a menu bar, a 
title bar, an address field, and a border. 

11. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein the controlling browser window 
comprises at least one of a tool bar, a menu bar, a title bar. an address field, and a 
border. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein opening the controlled browser 
window comprises executing a controlled browser program and wherein opening the 
controlling browser window comprises executing a controlling browser program. 
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13. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, further comprising, in 
response to receiving user input configured to produce a first action by the opened 
controlled browser program, executing the controlling browser program to override the 
first action and produce a second action. 

14. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium containing a controlling 
browser program which, when executed, performs sr operations for controlling a 
controlled browser window comprising a display area for rendering viewable content 
received from network locations, the operations comprising: 

opening a controlling browser window configured to control aspects of the 
controlled browser windo w bv establishing at least one event handler prior to opening 
the controlled browser window , wherein tho controlling brow se r window is a h i dden 
window and wherein th e controll e d brows e r window is a v i owablo window , and wherein 
the controlling browser window controls at least one of a graph i ca l aspect of tho oponod 
control le d window or contro l s and a functbnal aspect of the epef^ controlled browser 
window, during a browsing session engaged in by a user interact i ng with tho oponod 
controll e d browser wndow; 

receiving user input to which the controlled browser window Is configured to 
produce a predetermined response: and 

overriding the predetermined response bv executing an action specified bv the at 
(east one event handler to cause a response different from the predetermined response . 

15. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein the viewable 
content is Web content. 

16. (Cancelled) 

17. (Currently Amended) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein 
the controlling browser window is further configured to control a graphical aspect t he 
asp e ct s of the controlled browser windo w including to be controlled by tho contro l l i ng 
browser w i ndow comprise operat i onal acpocts and a t least one browser chrome 
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element displayed by a graphical user Interface displayed by the opened controlled 
browser window. 

18. (Cancelled) 

19. (Prevtously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein 
opening the controlled browser window comprises executing a controlled browser 
pnDgram selected from one of Netscape Navigator® browser and Microsoft Internet 
Explorer® browser. 

20. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein opening the 
controlling browser window comprises locking at least one of a keyboard key and a 
mouse key. 

21. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein 
the controlling browser window is configured to restrict the browsing activity engaged in 
by the user by limiting access to at least one networic address that is accessible by the 
opened controlled browser window. 

22. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 14. wherein 
opening the controlling browser window comprises preventing at least a portion of 
chrome of the opened controlled browser window from being displayed on an output 
device. 

23. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 22. wherein 
the chrome of the opened controlled browser window comprises at least one of a tool 
bar, a menu bar, a title bar, an address field, and a border. 

24. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 22, wherein the controlling 
browser window comprises at least one of a tool bar, a menu bar, a title bar, an address 
field, and a border. 
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25. (Currently Amended) A computer, comprising: 

a memory containing at least a browser programming; 

a processor wliich when executing the browser programming. Is configured to: 

open a controlling browser window configured to control aspects of a controlled 
browser windo w bv establishing at least one event handler prior to opening the 
controlled browser window , the aspects comprising at least one ef-operational aspects 
a nd grophfoal aspecto of a graphical user interface, and whoroin tho controlling browcor 
window i o a hidd e n window ; and 

opening , from within th e control l ing brows e r window, the controlled browser 
windo w, wherein the controlled browser window includes comprising a display area for 
rendering viewable content received from network locations, and wherein the controlling 
browser window controls the at least one operational a spects of the opened controlled 
browser window during a browsing session engaged in by a ucor intoroot i ng with tho 
Gontro l lod brows e r window; 

receiving user input to which the controlled browser window is conftoured to 
produce a predetermined response: and 

overriding the predetermined response bv executino an action specified bv the at 
least one event handler to cause a response different from the predetermined response. 

26. (Previously Presented) The computer of claim 25, wherein the browser 
programming comprises a Web browser. 

27. (Cancelled) 

28. (Previously Presented) The computer of claim 25, further comprising a 
keyboard and a mouse and wherein, by executing the browser programming to open 
the controlling browser window, the processor is configured to kx* at least one of a 
keyboard key and a mouse key. 

29. (Cancelled) 
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30. (Previously Presented) The computer of claim 25, further comprising a 
display device and wherein, by executing the browser pn^gramming, the processor is 
configured to prevent at least a portion of chrome of the controlled browser window from 
being displayed on the display device. 

31. (Original) The method of claim 30, wherein the chrome of the controlled 
browser window comprises at least one of a tool bar. a menu bar, a title bar, an address 
field, and a border. 

32. (Previously Presented) The computer of claim 26, further comprising a 
networi< connection configured to support communications with the network locations 
via a network. 

33. (Original) The computer of claim 32, wherein the network is the Internet. 

34. (Currently Amended) A method of controlling a browsing session engaged 
in by a user, comprising: 

opening a browser program that opens a first browser window, configured to 
open and display an HTML document, wherein the HTML document includes an 
executable component, which when processed by the browser program causes the 
browser program to establish at least one event handler, and further configured to open 
a second browser window; and 

opening the second browser window, wherein the executable component of the 
first browser window is further configured to control at least one of a groph i c al asp e ct of 
th e oponod s e corK i browcor w i ndow and a functional aspect of the second browser 
window, during the browsing session engaged in by a user interacting with the second 
browser window; 

recervino user input to which the second browser window is configured to 
produce a predetermined resoonse: and 
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overridinQ the predetermined resijonse bv executing an action specified by the at 
least one event handler to cause a response different from the predetemiined response. 

35. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34. wherein the aspects of the 
second browser window to be controlled by the first browser window further c omprise 
operationa l controllina a Qraohical aspect of a spootc and a t least one browser chrome 
element dioplayod by a graphical uoor i ntorfaoo displayed by the open e d controlled 
second browser window. 

36. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 34, wherein the executable 
component processed by the browser program renders the first browser window as a 
hidden window and the second browser window as a viewable window, and wherein the 
browsing actrvity engaged in by the user is restricted by the executable component. 
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
